trenches, work on bunkers, lay } 


wire and-get- supplied by helt- 
coptera, Because-of the helicop- 
ters getting mortared almost 
continually ft makes it very hard 
to get re-supplied. 

Worst of all we deal with old 
man death. I have been very for- 
tunate where others I have 
known were not. 

T would like to live for the Lord 
and do his will.

1 would 
like very much to have the op 
portunity to go to church and be 
with my family and friends,
